His Revenge 


TOBACCO SMUGGLE) IN PRISON 
Official Guilty of the Act is Sent. to 
Jail for Four Months 


London, England. An_ extraordin- 
ary story of the ease with which con- 
victs have been able to communicate 
illicitly with their friends and receive 
presents of tobacco from them was 
unfolded. at the Portland police.court 
recently. ; 

Samuel Crowhurst, a civil guard at 
Portland convict prison, was charged 
with having illegally conveyed tobacco 
into the prison. As he pleaded guilty 
no evidence was taken; but Mr.~Prym 
who appeared for the treasury, fully 
explained the details of the case. 

He sald that Crowhurst did not 
come in contact with the convicts 
within the prison hall but he had an 
opportunity of seeing convicts who 
worked apart from the ordinary 
gangs outside of the prison. 

One such man was a convict named 
Day, with whom Crowhurst became 
acquainted and used as a medium be- 
tween other convicts § and their 
friends. At the end of last year 
there was Considerable traffic in the 
prison and a watch being kept, a 
quantity of tobacco was found con- 
cealed in a part ofthe prison where 
Day worked. The tobacco was 
found in a ground frame used for 
rearing plants and was hidden under 
sawdust. 

Chief Inspector Ward and Inspector 
Burton were sent from London to 
make a special investigation. They 
found that Day had received letters 
which various convicts had written to 
their friends asking them to send 
money for tobacco. 

They also found that Day had hand- 
ed the letters to Crowhurst, and that 
he had inserted in them a slip of pa- 
per requesting money for the tobac- 
co to be sent to Mr. Crother, care of 
post-office. 

Postal orders were sent by friends 
to Crowther, and they were received 
and cashed by Crowhurst, who bought 
tobacco, handea it to Day; who in 
turn put it in a secret store and event- 
ually distributed it among the other 
convicts. 

The magistrates sent Crowhurst to 
prison for four months.

How ‘Valmond”’ Was Writteri. 


There are Canadians who rather 
pride themselves on never reading 
novels by Canadian authors and who 
adopt the traditional attitude regard- 
ing any good in their own land. There 
are, at least, two Canadian writers of 
fiction who are well worth reading, 
and one of them is Sir Gilbert Parker.

borers, working under two white 
overseers, pi¢ked up 60,000 carats of 
diamonds, valued at more than $32,- 
000,000, in three days, and at a point 
about 10 miles from Luderitzbucht, 
two white men gathered 8,000 carats) 
worth over $300,000, in a single after- 
noon. ~ Diamonds have frequently 
been found in the streets of Luderitz- 
bucht, ! 

The great mass of the diamonds of 
Damaraland are found in the narrow 
valleys between the moving sand 

unes, on a granite surface with ia 
carpet of three or four inches of 
In these flat places negro laborers im 
bands of from 10 to 50, with an over- 
seer to every 10 or 12 men, crawl 
slowly on their knées over the sand 
in search of the gems, each one carry- 
ing a bottle in which he drops them 
as they are found. Fifty laborera 
will thus scan about an acre a day, 
One feature of diamond-hunting in 
Damaraland that seems almost un, 
canny lies in the circumstances that 
the same thoroughly searched 
may be gone over again a few months 
afterward with an almost equall: 
euccessiul result as on the first in- 
spection, proving that these gems are 
shifting. 

The coast of Damaraland is like ao 
other part of the world. For 500 miles 
the giant sand dunes, pushed unceas- 
ingly by the winds from the south, 
west, are pilin up at the water's 
edge to the height of hundreds of feet, 
during the periods that the tide ig 
out, to be undermined and over 
thrown when the sea returns.

Last 
year at the same‘date the corres- 
ponding figures were only 72.6 per 
cent of the full crop standard and 
87 per cent Of the average of the 
three previous yéars. 

Spring seeding has made good 
progress throughout the greater part 
of Canada, and was much further 
advanced at the end of April than 
it was on the same date last year. 
In the Maritime provinces seeding 
does not begin until May, but the 
weather was favourable and the in- 
dications were for an early spring. 
In Quebec there was also the pro- 
spect of an early season and about 
12 per cent of the total seeding was 
completed by April 30, In Ontario 
conditions were more variable, but 
40 per cent of the total seeding was 
reported as finished. In Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan over 50, per cent, 
and in Alberta about 75 per cent of 
spring wheat had been sown during 
the favourable weather in April. 
In Saskatchewan there is anapparent 


tendency to sow less wheat and de- 


vote more attention to dairying and 
mixed farming. For Quebec, On- 
tario and the three Northwest pro- 
vinces the proportion of seeding 
completed on April 30th was for 
wheat 43 per cent, for oats 20.5 per 
cent for barley 13.7 per cent and 
for all crops 34.7 per cent. 

About 22 per cent of the area in 
hay and clover meadows is reported 
to have been winter killed; but the 
average condition of these crops at 


the end of. April was 89.6 per cent |. 


as compared with 74.6 per cent last 
year. 

The condition of live stock re- 
mains generally satisfactory being 
for all Canada over 90 per cent 
of a standard representing a healthy 
and thrifty condition.

How. the Federal Reservés are Being 
\ Devetoped 

The Dominion Forest Service has 
progressed farther than any other ser- 
vice’ in Canada in the laying out of 
forest reserves and providing for their 
proper administration. Sixteen mil- 
lion acres haye been definitely set 
apart by Act Of Parliament to be ad- 
ministered as ‘forest reserves. Addl- 
tional areas are being exdmined each 
year, and some six million acres ad- 
ditional are now under temporary re- 
servation and will shortly be added to 
the reserves set apart by statute. 
The mere setting apart of ~ reserves, 
though an important step, is only a 
preliminary one. Although, unfor- 
tunately, in some cases it has _ not 
been realized that anything fur- 
ther is necessary, this mistake has not 
been made in the federal administra- 
tion. 

The reserves have been organized 
by appointing an inspector in charge 
for each of the western. provinces. 
The inspectors selected are men who 
have had a thoroughly technical train- 
ing in forestry and who have shown 
good administrative ability. In each 
of the inspection districts the reserves 
areas are laid out in units or foresté 
each under charge of a technically 
trained man or a man experienced. in 
timber administration. Twelve such 
divisions have already been establish- 
ed, and others are being organized 
and manned with fwrest rangers as 
the development of the reserves and 
the fire danger may render nec sssary. 
These divisions do not include patrol 
outside of forest reserves on the large 
area of forest not included therein. 
In such areas there are in addition 
twelve patrol divisions each under 
charge of a chief fire ranger. 

On each of the forests, houses have 
been erected for the forest rangers 
so that they may be close to their 
work and give it careful supervision. 
At different points throughout the for-
